Authority to borrow $750,000 to 
keep the vast Everglades planta- 
tions of the Okeelanta Sugar Co- 
operative running has been grant- 
ed by circuit court to George 
Prince, receiver for the sugar firm. 

In an order filed Saturday Judge 
C. E. Chillingworth authorized 
Prince to borrow the money, ên 
receivers ‘certificates from the Co- 
lumbia Bank for Cooperatives or 
other sources. 

Prince had submitted the plan to 
finance operations of the company. 
Its holdings including a sugar mill, 
are in the Okeelanta area a short 
distance south of South Bay on th? 
south shore of Lake Okeechobee. 

He estimated that a proposed im- 
Provemént program for the crop 
for 1949-50 would cost $228,783. He 
estimated that $700,000. would be 
the maximum amount he'd have to 
borrow on receivers’ certificates at 
any one time before Juné'30, 1950. 

Prince reported the cooperative 
ecommended installing a “pre-2va- 
Porator to supply vapors to raw 
and refined and multiple-effect 
evaporators” at cost of $35,000. He 
wasn’t sure that was required, He 
also asked $15,000 as “leeway” in 
meeting costs. 


The above story was printed last 
Week in The Palm Beach ` Times 
and is good news to the Lake 
Okeechobee Region. The fact that 
money has been made available tc 
keep the vast sugar plantation 
south of South Bay operating 
means a great deal to the Town of 
South Bay and the surrounding 
community. ‘ 

The payroll put out by the sugar 
cooperative has meant much to 
merchants in-South Bay and Belle 
Glade during the. years it has been 
in operation. Millions in new 
money was brought to this im- 
mediate section of the Lake Region 
and this cash has found its way in- 
to the tills ‘of manufacturers, bus- 
iness and professional men from 
Orlando to Miami. 3 

The sugar mill and its surround- 
ing operations were established at 
a time when “nine prices’ had to 
be paid for everything they bought 
—including labor. To have pulled 
the vast operation through to this 
point: was more jor less an act of 
“lifting oneself by his own boot- 
straps.” 

Announcement of continuation 
of operations at the South Bay and 
Okeelanta organization marks an- 
other era in development of this 
vast agricultural area on the shore 
of Lake Okeechobee. It has been 
developed by a group of men who 
never give up. Through rain ana 
drouth, frost, and flood, they con- 
tinue to pour dollars into the rich 
mucklands and as a reward—in 
many cases—they are take ou} 
more than tenfold on their invest- 
ment. Of course, there are thos: 
who lose their shirt.

Will Save $60 On Each 
Deer Released In 
State, Official Says 


TALLAHASSEE — Negotiations 
now under way likely will result in 
a saving of $60 on each deer re- 
leased in Florida forests this fall, 
Coleman Newman, director of the 
State Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Coramission, revealed today. 

Newman said he plans to confer 
with W. C. Glazener, director of 
the wildlife restoration division of 


Gencral Session laws of the 1949 
Legislature will be available for 
distribution in printed volume this 
week, setting a record for prepa- 
ration and production. 

Secretary of State R. A.. Gray, 
Attorney General Richard W. Er- 
vin and the Florida State Bar As- 
sociation’s committee on law re- 
porting worked out revised plans 
for preparing and printing the 
laws so there would be a minimum 
time in making them available to 
courts, lawyers and others inter- 
ested. Those most optimistic hoped 
that with a virtual race against 
time the work would be completed 
in 60 days after the session, even 
this ambitious program has been 
met with time to spare. 

Approximately 1,400 bills were 
passed by the 1949 Legislature, 
and. 872 of these passed through 
Governor Warren's office and were 
filed in the Secretary of ‘State's 
office during the 10-day period 
after adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture on June 3. The printer’s con- 
tract called for dompletion of 
printing in 60 days, ~ 

In prior sessions, printing of the 
general session laws usually has 
required four to six months. This 
year's production beats the besi 
previous record by approximatély 
70 days, Secretary of State Gray 
Said.
